REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This Amendment and Response is promptly filed to place the above-referenced case in 
condition for immediate allowance. Claims 3-27 and 29-41 have been cancelled. Claim 28 
was previously cancelled. Claim 2 has been amended. No claims have been added. Claims 1- 
2 are outstanding in the application. 

No new matter has been added to the application. 

From the outstanding Office action: The Examiner rejected claims 3-27 and 29-41 on a 
variety of grounds. The Examiner also allowed claims 1 and 2. In order to bring the present 
application to reissuance, Applicant has cancelled the rejected claims, has corrected a 
typographic error in claim 2, and presents only the allowed claims for inclusion in the 
application. 

Consequently, the application is in condition for allowance.
